Aeuteness of Hearing Among the 


Lower Animali. 


It is "very difficult to mak« come per- 


sons believe that nothing -can move 
without making a sound, although it 
may seem to be absolute silence to 
them. Everything that moves dis- 
turbs the air around it and sets up a.
